There is no denying the neat ef- 


ficiency of a dictator's government. 
It act's quickly and institutes over- 
night changes which are labeled 
"leforms" or excused 
on 
the 


grounds of dire emergency. And for 
a time Ihc majority is likely to be 
pleased: The situation is in hand, 
<ind the people arc saved the trou- 
ble of worrying. And that is all 
right with Ihe diclalor. He docs 
not ask thought, only approval. 


There arc some, unfortunately, 


who will always admire strength 
for its own sake, even when it 
is used for evil purposes. 
But 


theie arc undoubtedly more who 
will wish for a dictatorship that 
affords 
quick relief from panic, 


without stopping to think lhat they 
are putting themselves in Ihe posi- 
tion of Ihe sorcerer's apprentice. 
They can always say the magic 
word that sets the broom to fetch- 
ing water, but they seldom know 
the word lhat will slop it. Thus 
their servant becomes their des- 
lioycr. 


On the other hand, the ways of 
democracy can seem slow and 
fumbling. In our own democracy, 
much time is spent 
in argument 


and name-calling. Much altcntion 
is given to politics. Precious days 
are consumed by orderly proced- 
ure. 


But that is the price our demo- 


cracy pays for freedom. 
And 


when trial democracy is function- 
ing at its 'best, wisdom prepares 
for emergencies and deals 
with 


troubles before they become crisis. 
It is not us dramatic a perform- 
ance as dictatorial "reform," but 
it is infinitely preferable. 


Times of crisis like this arise 
because preparations are neglected. 
But the neglect can be remedied 
by democratic means — if only the 
people are helplully, patiently, un- 
alterably insistent.

Americans So Well Treated in 
Norway That 'Skaaling7 Runs 
Into Big Hangover in a Night

old saying in Norway thai "he who 
drinks alone gels a red nose." 


If this were true few people here 


would sporl a scarlet beak because 
the Norwegians arc thorough be- 
lievers in community drinking. 


Their custom of "skaaling," or 


mulual toasting, is deadly io the 
unwary newcomer but through gen- 
erations 
the 
Norwegians 
have 


acquired a partial immunity. 


In mixed company you never sip 


by yourself. You must ceremoni- 
ously lift your glass to your neigh- 
bor or friend across the table, say 
"skual," lake a deep pull, lift your 
glass again in salulc to your com- 
panion and then set it down. 


The Norwegians don't go quite 


as far as the Russians, who insist 
that 
the entire 
glass 
must 
be 


drained al one gulp. You can take 
as much or lillle as you want. But 
the liquor is extremely potent. The 
chief alcoholic springboard at most 
parties is aquavit, a white or sy- 
rupy fluid which has the authority 
01 a mule's heel and tastes 
like 
vodka flavored with kummel. 


The skaaling tradition has bred 


in Norway the world's hardiest of 
hostesses. There is an unwritten 
rule thai at all social gatherings of 
eight persons or fewer the hostess 
must skaul with each guest. In a 
land where womanhood is 
less 


buxom this cuslnm might be dis- 
astrous, but the Norwegian ladies 
did a good job of staying on top of 
their aquavit and appear to enjoy 
this little social duty. 


"Skaaling is really partly a mai- 


ler of self-defense," one Norwegian 
explained. "II insures lhal if you 
drink too much someone else will, 


I the long winter months there is so 


I much cold weather and 
so Jitle 


sunshine the people feel the .need of 
hlling iheir spirils with artificial 
warmth. 


Oslo is striclly a Saturday night 


lown. Its main thoroughfares 
on 


weekend nights are thronged with 
boisterous pedestrians, full of more 
aquavit than aqua, But Norwegian 
law is rough on motorisls who take

Washington, June 1 — (/P)— Here 
is a summary of the Senate ver- 
sion of the emergency strike con- 
trol bill, as amended and passed 
by. that body, early today: 


1. The bill sets out as a national 
policy that labor disputes which in- 
•tm-rupt or threaten -to interrupt 
the operations of industries essen- 
tial to the public' health, security 
,and national economy should 
be- 


promptly and iairly nrediated,'!> 
2. When the president'has seized 
a plant mine or other facility and 
decides thai its continued 
opera- 


tion is necessary to 
< the 
public 


health, security and national econ- 
omy, he may proclaim a national 
emergency. 


His proclamation would bid all 
employes and officers and execu- 
tives of the employer to return to 
work, call upon all representalives 
of Ihe employer and employes "to 
take affirmative action" to recall 
employes and company officers to 
duty, and provide ior ihe establish- 
ment of "fair and just wages" and 
other conditions 
of 
employment 


during government operation. 


3. After issuance of the procla- 


mation, it would be the obligation 
of the officers or agents of the em- 
ployer conducting a lockout, or of 
the officers or agents of the labor 
organization conducting a strike, 
to take "affirmative action" to ond 
the interruption of Work. Punish- 
ment for wilful violation of this 
provision would be as much as a 
year in jail and $50,000 fine.

Labor Bills 
Big Problem 
With Truman

Washington, May 31 —(/P)—Pres- 


ident Truman found himself today 
on a political hot spot. 


He must decide whether to sign 
the Case labor disputes bill at the 
risk of incurring labor's enmity or 
to. veto; it and take the chance of 
getting no labor legislation at all 
from Congress despite fresh strike 
threats., 


.If. hp vetoes, he has no assur- 
ance the 
measure 
will 
not 
be 
passed over.his opposition. A veto, 
if sustained, might serve i.o cool 
Borne of the intense labor heat en- 
gendered by Mr. Truman's drastic 
temporary strike-curb proposals. 


But what about the hue and cry 


if new strikes occur and the Sen- 
ate meanwhile does nothing about 
the 
president's 
emergency 
pro- 
gram, 
which was passed 
over- 
whelmingly by the House! 


So tough did his decision appear 


today that middle-of-the-road sena- 
tors, when asked what the presi- 
dent might do, simply retorted: 
"What would you do?" 
But senators who hold to rather 


extreme views on both sides of 
the labor question were not so un- 
willing to forecast 
the 
political 
consequences of a veto. 


For example, this was the view 


of Senator Ellender (D-La), one of 
the 13 Democrats to vote Wednes- 
day against striking out the presi- 
dent's draft-labor clause from the 
emergency bill but nevertheless a 
supporter of the Senate version of 
.the Case bill. 


"If the president maintains 
a 
strong hand and fights for govern- 
ment superiority over labor racke- 
teers, 1 think the people will re- 
.sped 'him. more than uf he bows 
down to them. 
;''The'; president told me he has 
rt.o Intention to withdraw* the emcr- 
gpncy bill and intends to maintain 
law and order. 
1 "If he vetoes the Case bill he's 
going' to make nearly 
everybody 
mad.' I hope he doesn't veto 
it. 
The Case bill can be of great help 
in preventing future strikes. I'm 
satisfied that after he studies it lie 
that he could be against."

Labor Bills 
Big Problem 
With Truman

Washington, May 31 —(/P)—Pres- 


ident Truman found himself today 
on a political hot spot. 


He must decide whether to sign 
the Case labor disputes bill at the 
risk of incurring labor's enmity or 
to. veto; it and take the chance of 
getting no labor legislation at all 
from Congress despite fresh strike 
threats., 


.If. hp vetoes, he has no assur- 
ance the 
measure 
will 
not

passed over.his opposition. A veto, 
if sustained, might serve i.o cool 
Borne of the intense labor heat en- 
gendered by Mr. Truman's drastic 
temporary strike-curb proposals. 


But what about the hue and cry 


if new strikes occur and the Sen- 
ate meanwhile does nothing about 
the 
president's 
emergency 
pro- 
gram, 
which was passed 
over- 
whelmingly by the House! 


So tough did his decision appear 


today that middle-of-the-road sena- 
tors, when asked what the presi- 
dent might do, simply retorted: 
"What would you do?" 
But senators who hold to rather 


extreme views on both sides of 
the labor question were not so un- 
willing to forecast 
the 
political 
consequences of a veto. 


For example, this was the view 


of Senator Ellender (D-La), one of 
the 13 Democrats to vote Wednes- 
day against striking out the presi- 
dent's draft-labor clause from the 
emergency bill but nevertheless a 
supporter of the Senate version of
